“Now when Jesus was born in Beth- 
lehem of Judea in the days of Herod 
the king, behold, there came wise men 
from the east to Jerusalem, saying, 
Where is he that is born King of the 
Jews? for we have seen his star in the 
east, and are come to worship him.” 
Matt. 2:1,2. 

In studying the Bible we find there 
were many prophecies concerning the 
birth of Jesus many years before he 
was born. God in His allwise provi- 
dence has brought to pass all the say- 
ings of His Word up to this present 
time. Jesus was born in the very place 
that was prophesied He should be 
born. 

Isaiah had more to say about the 
birth of Jesus than any one prophet; 
he also described fully His mission in 
the world. He is justly accounted the 
chief of the writing prophets. He is 
called the redemptive prophet. No 
where in the Bible have we so clear a 
view of Christ.

journey. The distance was about 
eighty miles, and the roads, at times 
difficult, were now almost impassable, 
Indeed there was a task before him, 
but here was a sturdy peasant with 
staff in hand and leading by the bridle 
an humble beast whereon sat the vir- 
gin that was soon to be the mother of 
our Lord. There were historical scenes 
along the way, which would doubtless 
attract their attention as they moved 
slowly over the difficult roads. At the 
ford of the ancient river, Kishon, 
they would recall the song of Deborah 
that she and Barak sang on that me 
morable day when Sisera, the captain 
of Jabin’s army, was defeated—“The 
stars in their courses fought against 
Sisera. The river of Kishon swept 
them away, that ancient river, the 
river Kishon.”—Judges 5:20,21. 

Passing under the shadow of Gilboa 
where the slain of Israel fell before 
the Philistines and where Saul and his 
sons were slain, they would recall 
David’s lament in the poetical phrase 
—‘‘Saul and Jonathan were lovely and 
pleasant in their lives, and in their 
death they were not divided. O Jona- 
than, thou wast slain in thine high 
places.” 2 Sam. 1:23-25, 

Farther on they come to the heights 
of Jezrell where in their imagination 
they could see the glimmering lamps 
of Gideon’s three hundred and recall 
the words of the prophet—“For thou 
hast broken the rod of his oppressor, 
as in the days of Midian. For unto us 
a child is born, unto us a son is given; 
and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be call- 
ed Wonderful, Counsellor, The Mighty 
God, The Everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace.”—Isa. 9:4-6. 

It was probably the fourth day when 
they came in sight of Bethlehem. They 
would pass the fields of Boaz where 
Ruth gleaned afier the reapers, and 
the pastures where David in his boy- 
hood watched his flocks. The well at 
the gate of the city would remind them 
of the exile of King David when he 
cried out, “Oh that one would give 
me a drink of the water of the well of 
Bethlehem, that is at the gate.”—1 
Chr. 11:17. At last the journey is end- 
ed and they enter the little city that 
soon the “star of hope” would hover 
over and out of which the Son of 
righteousness would arise. Joseph, 
though foot-sore and weary, patiently 
sought for a resting place, but in the

The taxing, or rather en- 
rolling, under Cyrenius marked the 
fullness of time. The enrollment 
under Roman authority betokened the 
departure of all national power from 
Israel. The scepter had departed from 
Judah and the time for “Shiloh” to 
come had arrived. All prophecy con- 
cerning the birth of Christ was ful- 
filled and Christian history must be- 
gin. Out of darkness the light must 
break forth, and a lost world must 
have a redeemer. 

Three important facts mark the 
timeliness of the birth of Christ, and 
when we consider these facts we un- 
derstand why Paul said, “But when 
the fullness of time was come, God 
sent forth his son” 

(1) The world had reached the cli- 
j mas of sin. History shows that luxury 
and licentiousness in the time of Au- 
gustus Caesar in the Court of Rome 
and among the people prevailed to an 
alarming degree. What feasts there 
were! What sports in the amphithe 
‘aters! Women counted their divorces 
by the rings on their fingers, and vice 
of every kind was prevalent. 

If one would gain a true conception 
of the corrupiness of the time they 
can get it from the first chapter of 
Paul’s epistle to the Romans. No his- 
tory or literature gives a clearer con- 
3 on ot che awful things that men 
and women engaged in than is found 
in this chapter. Rome ruled the world 
and all people were contaminated with 
her vice. Greece was as corrupt as 
Rome, and all the art and philosophy 
that her people could manifest did not 
make the world any better. The in- 
scriptions taken from the ruins of 
Pompeii described the awful sin and 
shame that her people engaged in 
The whole world was tottering under 
the load of sin and the time was ripe 
for God to send His Son as a Redeem- 





(2) The world reached its climaa 
of need. It had been predicted that 
Christ would be the ‘desire of all na- 
tions and that “unto Him wou'd ths 
gathering of the people be.” If this 
be true, then all other plans of deliv- 


erance had failed. All other religions 
| were dead, and there was no help for 
human souls. 
| The Jewish religion had been redue- 
ed to mere form and ceremony, The 


temple had been made a den of thieves 
and the religious teachers had become 
whited sepulchers full of dead men’s 
bones. The people had lost confidence 
in the Roman gods, and the philoso- 
phers of Greece were helpless to re 
deem men. Truly the climax of need 
had been reached, but God was not 
unmindful of the world’s great need.

(3) The world had contributed its 
part to the sublime event. Jacob had

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OUR JOURNEY 
WEST 


LONG BEACH, Calif—Dear Evan- 
gel family, many of our brethren and 
friends are wondering how we made 
it on our trip West, and as we will 
not be able to write each one a person- 
al letter, we take this means of in- 
forming you concerning same and as 
to our present whereabouts, 


I left my old home in Cincinnati, 
Ohio with my family and Brother 
Haskel Williams on November 4. We 
crossed the states of Indiana, Illinois, 
and Missouri under clear skies and 
over wonderful roads, mostly paved. 
We ran into rain in Kansas and Okla- 
homa and were delayed considerably 
on account -of muddy roads. 


Crossing the Panhandle section of 
Texas and going into New Mexico, we 
ran into cold weather and some which 
seemed too severe. For fear of getting 
snowbound we detoured to the South 
some three hundred miles to the south- 
ern border of New Mexico, crossed 
back into Texas again at El Paso 
where we made a side trip across the 
International Bridge over the Rio 
Grande River into the City of Jaurez 
in the Old Mexican territory with its 
Old World styles and customs. We 
did not tarry long as it surely looked 
like the devil had set up his head- 
quarters in that place. While I have 
visited in the extreme southern part 
of the Republic on different occasions, 
where it ought to be at its worst one 
would think, I never witnessed any- 
thing to compare with this either in 
Mexico or any of the several other 
countries in which I have been priv- 
ileged to travel. 


It seemed that a saloon was on ev- 
ery corner with one in the middle of 
each square. There were little old fal- 
len down adobes (mud houses) which 
the people called homes. Hogs, dogs, 
cats, and various kinds of stock were 
roaming the streets at large. Most of 
the streets resembled a public dump 
outside some of our modern cities. The 
place was a roar with jazz music of 
all kinds. The open shops had their 
dust covered wares and were swarm- 
ing with flies. Swelling masses of hu- 
manity were surging thru the streets 
and many were under the influence 
of liquor. From all appearance bath 
tubs and laundries were not’ very 
much in vogue. I was made to more 
fully realize the need of Missions in 
this land across the Rio Grand where 
revolutionary wars are born in a day 
sometimes and end as quickly when 
they are thru killing each other. 

I have been studying the Spanish 
language and hope to get among them 
if the Lord opens up the way, not only 
within our borders, but make trips 
over the boundary line where possible. 
It will involve considerable finance 
and the work will be slow and tedi- 
ous unless the Lord would move in a 
special way as the Catholic church 
has such sway over them it will be 
hard to move them from their faith. 
They regard the priest as God’s repre 
sentative on earth and they fear God 
too much to go against the orders of 
their priest. When you pray remember 
dark Mexico. Surely that is a needy 
field and right at our door, we might 
say. 

Now getting back to El Paso, we 
were soon on our way again. Leaving 
Texas behind, we crossed the southern 
part of New Mexico some two hun- 
dred miles. We spent the second night 
at Globe, Arizona and continued to 
Phoenix via the famous Apache In- 
dian trail. We saw the Coolidge and 
Roosevelt Dams. We crossed some ter- 
rible high mountains where it looked 
like at times we would make a sheer 
drop of a thousand feet if the car 
would skid to one side even a foot. We 
crossed some very high mountains in 
New Mexico also. Among them were 
the Great Siera Blanca, White Moun- 
tains, which were 12,003 feet at the 
highest point and snow covered. 

Arriving in Phoenix, we received a 
glad welcome by Brother Collins and 
those associated with him in the work 
there. We were never treated more 
royally. We preached seven nights for 
them and received three members into 
the church, including Brother Boyer, 
a Pentecostal minister from Ohio, who 
had been in the work there for a num- 
ber of years. Next was Captain H. V. 
Miller and wife of the Salvation Army, 
formerly connected with the Phoenix 
Unit. The Holy Ghost fell on Brother 
Miller while he was sitting in his home 
and he began to speak with other ton- 
gues as the Spirit gave the utterance. 
His wife was sanctified: at the same 
time and received a blessing. Brother 
Miller was in training for the minis- 
try at the Salvation Army Bible 
School, was ordained, and has about 
seven years to his credit in the minis- 


try. He is a friendly soul, sound in 
doctrine, and one whom the Lord 
blesses greatly in the Gospel. Sister 
Miller is a good speaker, singer and 
pianist. She is seeking the Holy Ghost. 
We have lots to be thankful for be- 


cause of these good workers joining 
our ranks in this warfare for Christ 
and His church.
